Mr.  Evans: 
Freedom 
Wii'h  Prayer

“Freedom  is  fragile,  handle 
with  prayer,”  said  Mark  Evans, 
television  and  radio  personality 
at  Wednesday’s  Devotional  as- 
sembly. 

One  of  the  most  dreadful  days 
the  United  States  has  ever  known 
was  July  9,  1955  when  three  men. 
who  were  prisoners  in  Korea  and 
yielded  to  Communism,  docked  in 
San  Francisco.  They  told  how 
they  had  been  given  a choice  be- 
tween Democracy  and  Commun- 
ism. 

“In  the  Soviet  Union,  they 
count  people;  in  America,  people 
count,”  said  Mr.  Evans.  He  also 
said  that  “freedom  and  reason 
make  us  men.” 

He  feels  that  “one  can  no  more 
get  along  with  Russia  than  one 
can  play  softball  with  a football 
on  a tennis  court.” 

democracy  is  on  trial  for  its 
life,  according  to  Mr.  Evans  upon 
quoting  a statement  from  Soviet 
Premier  Nikita  Khrushchev;  “As 
democracy  replaced  feudalism,  so 
will  Communism  replace  democ- 
racy.” 

Mr.  Evans  feels  that  “part  time 
citizens”  are  the  biggest  threat 
to  America;  not  out  and  out  Com- 
munism. Too  many  people  do  not 
even  know  who  their  senators  are 
or  how  long  they  serve.  “Politics 
is  like  marriage.  The  minute  we 
quit  working  on  it,  is  the  minute 
it  starts  to  fall  down.”

Lincoln  Did  Say 

Editor,  Daily  Universe: 

Those  who  read  Mr.  Bender’s 
recent  letter  in  which  he  quotes 
Abraham  Lincoln  as  saying,  “You 
cannot  strengthen  the  weak  by 
weakening  the  strong,  etc.,”  may 
be  interested  in  knowing  that  Ab- 
raham Lincoln  did  not  make  this 
statement.  The  quotation  first  ap- 
peared in  1916,  was  first  attrib- 
uted to  Lincoln  in  1942,  has  been 
repeatedly  exposed  as  a hoax  by 
Lincoln  scholars,  and  appears  in 
no  published  collection  of  Lin- 
coln's papers  or  speeches. 

Here  is  what  the  Emancipator 
President  did  write  about  gov- 
ernment: 

“The  legitimate  object  of  gov- 
ernment, is  to  do  for  a commun- 
ity of  people,  whatever  they  need 
to  have  done,  but  can  not  do,  at 
all,  or  can  not,  so  well  do,  for 
themselves  — in  their  separate,^ 
and  individual  capacities. 

“In  all  tljat  the  people  can  in- 
dividually do  as  well  for  them- 
selves, government  ought  not  to 
interfere. 

“The  desirable  things  which  the 
individuals  of  a people  can  not 
do,  or  can  not  well  do,  for  them- 
selves, fall  into  two  classes:  those 
which  have  relation  to  wrongs, 
and  those  which  have  not.  Each 
of  these  branch  off  into  an  in- 
finite variety  -of  subdivisions. 

“The  first — that  in  relation  to 
wrongs  — embraces  all  . crimes, 
misdemeanors,  and  non-perform- 
ance of  contracts.  The  other  em- 
braces all  which,  in  its  nature, 
and  without  wrong,  requires 
combined  action,  as  public  roads 
and  highways,  public  schools, 
charities,  pauperism,  orphanage.
